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THE CONSTITUTION, 


Mr. Becker has introduced a bill on 
the paper question which is better than 
Mr. Fort’s, because it includes sized as 
‘well as unsized paper. The truth is, all 
the materiale that are used in paper- 
making should be put upon the free list, 
and right under them should be entered 
an item that covers all foreign paper. 


Ir congress would pass a short bill du- 
plicating the appropriation bills of the 
current year and adjourn, it would sub- 
stantially do all that it now proposes to 
take months to accomplish. For how 
not todo something, is the problem be- 
fore the two hotises, neither party wishing 
to try the effects of new general legisla- 
tion at this particular period. | 


A BILL is now before each house of 
congress to bring the term of all supervi- 
sors of election to an end on the first day 
of next May, and to require all future 
appointments to be made by the presi- 
dent and confirmed by the senate. This 
bill will be a final and perfect test of the 
intentions of the republican party. If 
they desire touse these officials in the 
future asin the past to control and 
manipulate the ballot boxes, they will 
oppose this bill and induce. the president 
to veto it; but if they are disposed to give 
the people a chance, they will support it. 
It should go to the president. 


Tue paper-makers of the east are pre- 
paring to contest at every point the Fort 
bill, which repeals the tax on knowledge. 
They will fight as desperately and we 
hope with as much ill fortune as did the 
ring who last winter opposed a repeal of 
the blood tax. The new lobby comes 
loaded down with statistics and heavy 
documents; but’not one of them will rise 
up to explain why print paper is worth 
nine cents a pound at the American end 
of a Niagara river bridge and six cents at 
the other end of the not lengthy struc- 
ture—notoneofthem, Until they explain 
this discrepancy, very little heed should 
be given to their statistical arguments. 


Tue King’s Mountain centennial on the 
seventh of next October promises to be 
the great southern centennial. As King’s 
Mountain was the key to decisive York- 
town itis very proper that the centen- 
nial commemoration of the battle should 
be an occasion long to be remembered. 
Soldiers from Tennessee as it now exists, 
Virginia, North and South Carolina par- 
ticipated in the battle, and it is believed 
that all these states will be largely repre- 
sented at the one-hundredth anniversa- 
ry. The governor and legislature of Ten- 
nessee have already taken steps in the 
matter, and so have the governors of the 
two Carolinas. Virginia will undoubt- 
edly be heard from. Georgia will at 
least send a large delegation to attend the 
celebration on the old revolutionary bat- 
tle field. 
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The real protectionists are blind if 
they do not see that their attitude is cal- 
culated to arouse the prejudice of the 
people against their theories; they are 
blind if they do not perceive the wide 
difference between real protection and 
the almost numberless absurdities which 
are sown all through our present 
tariff system. No _ real protectionist 
will for a moment attempt to defend 
the blood-tax on quinine, the unjust tar- 
iff on steel rails or the extortionate tax 
on printing paper and the materials that 
enter into its manufacture. Such a de- 
fense is calculated to bring even neces- 
sary and wholesome protection into ridi- 
cule and disrepute. No sensible person 
will defend that species of protection 
which taxes one home interest or indus- 
try for the benefit of another, nor will 
the people submit to it. This is a fact 
that all classes of protectionists may as 
well take advantage of, and by boldly 
supporting the principle it embodies se- 
cure and save the real protection for 
which they so strenuously contend. 

Perhaps the politicians do not see it 
now, but they will see that the people 
are determined to have tariff reform, 
and that party will win the largest meas- 
ure of the public support and confidence 
which inaugurates and carries out this 
reform. Some months ago, we urged the 
democrats in congress to take advantage 
of their control over legislation to con- 
vince the people that they were in favor 
of a just and reasonable revision of the 
tariff. So far they have made no 
effort and no progress in that direction, 
waiting, we presume upon the ways and 
means committee—a committee which, 
even on so plain a proposition as the re- 
moval of the tax on quinine, was by no 
means averse to flirting with monopoly. 
Our impression is that the party in con- 
gress should make its purposes known in 
caucus, and thus give the ways and means 
committee the cue for prompt action. 
Unless something of this sort is done— 
unless prompt and decisive action of 
some kind is taken—the republican 
party, the leaders of which are quick to 
catch the drift of popular feeling, will 
embody the principle of tariff reform, 
which is a compromise between the ex- 
tremes of free trade and protection in 
favor of the people, in its platform; and 
the party that pledges itself earnestly to 
a reasonable and just revision of the pres- 
ent absurd and unjust tariff will win a 

victory next fall. These are facts that 
the democrats in congress'should serious- 
ly ponder.

Easily the leader of these men, who 
have stepped from cribbed into uncon- 
fined spheres, is Mr. H. Victor Newcomb, 
of Louisville. He is the youngest of the 

great gamesters, but has suspassed them 
all in ambition and accomplishment, 
dazing the older heads with the rapidity 
and vastness of his operations. Indeed 
he takes rank with Gould and Vander- 
biit,and just ashe has fairly emerged from 
his boyhood finds himself certainly in 
the first quartette of railroad managersin 
America. He has what may be called 
wise audacity—striking with the rapidity 
of lightning, and with the seeming un- 
reason of men who argue from facts that 
are above the common knowledge, and 
toward results. that are above the com- 
mon asperation.

They ascribe this aby to the shortage of 
all crops except wheat, but particularly to 
the rapid advante in goods with manufac- 
turers and wholesale dealers. This advance 
they find impossible to realize in the coun 
try, andthe goods remain on their bands 
unsold. Little or no advance has been 
made in the wages of laborers and mechan- 
ics, and those classes do not possess a pur- 
chasing ability commensurate with the gen- 


ries of life. What is true of the Ohio val- 
ley is equally true of other sections. The 
prices -of certain lines of goods have ad- 
vanced beyond the purchasing ability of 
the people, and they necessarily remain in 
the hands of dealers. Perhavs we are get- 
ting es too fast. lf it was more 
generally diffused it would last longer. 


—The electric light is not without its dan- 
gers. Some time ago a red hot niorsel of 
carbon dropped from one of the lamps at 
the British museum to a table usually occu- 
pied by readers. Measures were at once 
taken to prevent the recurrence of such an 
accident, but not with complete success, 
for a few days later a similar piece of red 
hot carbon fell from the center lamp to the 
table of the superintendent of the reading 
room, upon a piece of loose paper, which 
began to kindle into flame. This, however, 
was speedily extinguished. It is conceiva- 
ble thata single srark might do irretrieva- 
ble damage to some unique manuscript or 
other priceless example of literary produc- 
tion. Large transparent glass or talc saucers 
have been suspended below each lamp so as 
to intercept any stray piece of carbon 
which may happen to fall in the future. 
It is even proposed to try the experiment 
of lighting the room from outside,in which 
case the glass of the central part of the 
dome would offer a most effectual protec- 
tion. 


—A writer in the Graphic compiles some 
interesting figures of the cost of maintain- 
ing European armies. In 1865 Germany 
contrived to exist with a budget of $155.,- 
000,000. In 1879 the figure rose to $330,000, - 
000. The heaviest budgets to-day are those 
of France and Russia. It costs France 
$595,000,000 to carry on the business of the 
nation; it costs Russia $535,000,000. Eng- 
land and Holland alone of all European 
states show some decrease in their national 
debts. The total debts of the states have 
risen from $13,130,000,000 to $21,620,000.- 
000. Nearly a third of the total expendi- 
tures of Europe is spent in maintaining ar- 
mies. In this respect Russia stands first. 
“ngland follows; then comes France, and 
next Germany. Since the above was pub- 
lished come the French estimates for 1881. 
These show no dimunition. The expendi- 
ture is estimated at 2,773,391,474 frances. Of 
this sum the war department eats up 874- 
000,000 francs, being an increase of 6,500, 000 
over last year; and the ravy department 
168,000.000 francs, being an increase ‘of 
4,500,000.

A question of considerable interest to’ 


brokers and dealers in stocks, grain, eic., 
has just been decided by the supreme court 
of Michigan. It appeared that a firm of 
dealers in produce at Owosso, Michigan, 
made acontract with certair commission 
merchants in Detroit, by which the latter 
were to buy on’change forthe former a 
large amount of corn for future delivery. 
Some heavy transactions having been en- 
tered into, a dispute arose between the par- 
ties, and led toa law suit in which the de- 
fense was set up that the contract had 
reference to a gambling trans- 
faction, and therefore could not be enforced. 
The defendants claimed that the parties to 
the contract had not contemplated any ac- 
tual sale or delivery ofcorn, that the agree- 
ment wasin the nature of a wager on the 
rise or fall in the price, and that it was un- 
derstood that merely differences in price 
were to be paid. These allegations were 
denied by the plaintiffs, who testified that 
the understanding was that the actual title 
to the corn should pass; in other words, that 
there should be a bona fide purchase. The 
court did not deny that an agreement would 
be unlawful if it was clearly understood by 
both parties to be, not for act ial purchases 
or bona fide transactions, but simply a 
speculation or wager as to future prices, 
and contemplating merely the payment of 
differences. But there was no legal objec- 
tion to a contract for future delivery. it is 
as leyitimate to may grere to be delivered in 
the future, hoping thereby to profit by a rise 
in the market, as it is to buy lands on spec- 
ulation. In the present case the court held 
that on the face of the transaction the con- 
tract was good. Itcould not be a gambling 
contract unless both parties participated in 
the illegality by uniting in theintent. If 
either party meant it as a lawful transaction 
it must be held to be such. “It is not 
enough to defeat it,” said the court, ‘‘that it 
is suscepiible of an illegal use, or that one 
of the parties to it may have contemplated

Shal- 
low plowing is best where there is a light, 
sandy or gravelly 4and, with a thin soil, be- 
cause but a small quantity of sand or grav- 
el istequired in a cultivated td, while a 
large propurtiun of these ingredients would 
result ..in positive injury. If the 
soil is turned under, so tuat there is loose 
soil enough to bury the seed, whether 


a ball quantity of sand or gravel is brought 
to the suiface, sach practice will do no harm 
but ratber work for good in’ deepening the 
soil. By plowing these light, tbin soils a 
trifle deeper ateach working, great gain 
may be secured in deepeningand enriching 
the land. Where, at the outset,three iaches 
in depth may be all the soil will bear, in a 
few years of judicious handling six inches 
deep may be a desirable noint in plowing. 
On the other hand, if the soil under con- 
sideration is full of organic matter with a 
heavy clay subsoil, uben deep plowing 
would prove advantageous, since clay un- 
disturbed retains fertilizing matter without 
allowing 1t. to pass. through. and be. made 
available for crops, while ifa portion of 
this clay is brought up and _ incorpo- 
rated with decayed vegetable mater 
on the surface, it is rendered fertile by the 
action of the sun and air, and through the 
mixing of soils. Again, this same opera- 
tion involves the turning a portion of the 
decayed vegetable matter down into the 
clay subsoil below, opening and 
rendering the same more friable, also 
allowing the roots to extend to a greater 
depth, and thus enlarging the area of plant 
food. Through this com posting of soils the 
upper and lower strata are both improved 
by deep plowing, the available soil is deep- 
ened, while less manure is required in se- 
curing a heavy crop. Before plowing it is 
important to determine the character of the 
soit to consider the crops intended for pro- 
duction, and to estimate the amount of 
manure available for the b iget ance Plow: 
ing and manuring should not only have 
reference to the crop in view, but also to 
the subject of deepening and enriching the 
soul, 
HOG CHOLERA. 


We have before us a letter asking some 
questions about hog cholera: Theestimated 
iuss of hogs from what is termed hog 
cholera, the past year, is said to be $21,000,- 
000. Weareunable to say how much of 
this loss can be attributed toneglect. How 
many farmers in Georgia properly look 
after and care for their hogs? An expe- 
rienced gentleman has receatly examined 
many cases of hog cholera and he remarks 
that all the animals which he saw that were 
affected by this disease were verv lousy 
and that all the hogs and pigs which had 
contracted the disease had been exposed 
night and day to all the sudden changes of 
temperature and weather. He also states 
that when the animals were only found in 
herds of three and four, if they did run at 
large during the day, and if well housed at 
night. they rarely, if ever, suffer from the 
disease. The truth is, itis false economy to 
neglect any kind of farm stock. If farmers 
expect remunerative results, they must 
learn they depend upon care and attention 
to details.

Not only this, but a 
sheep out of condition is subjected to ail 
mentsthat in good condition would not 
have affected him. Sheep, fatin the fall 
will go through the winter and lam bing, 
allright Ifin thin, bad condition, the re- 
laxing of the system in spring, and the ex- 
tra demands on the ewe at lambing time 
bring a series of diseases. No 
animal rewards its owner so 
for liberal feeding and _ painstaking 
care as does the sheep. The idea some men 
have that. sheep require no care or look- 
ing after, is absurd. The ewes should be 
noticed at lambing time. Some always 
bave milk for their lambs to begin with, 
and some do not. Sheep that are a success 
in raising lambs and in shearing good 
fleeces, and those that are healthy, that im- 
part the same to their progeny, in short 
allof themesheuld be noticed. Looking 
after them it will be discovered that it will 
not pay to raise a feeble or deformed sheep. 
It will not pay to keep old sheep, nor does 
Mi pay to sell the tops off of your flocks.
